From my father's first edition of "The Kringel Family", 
which he compiled in 1931, I quote: 

"The family came to America, arriving in the spring of 
1870 , and settled on an eighty acre farm in Monroe Township, Shelby 
County, Iowa, east of Guppy"s Grove, ten miles southeast of Harlan 
and six^miles north of Walnut. A few years later a quarter section 
of* prairie land, a half mile further north, was bought, whereon new 
buildings were erected, and where they lived until the fall of I 889 , 
when„they moved to Atlantic, living for a couple of years at 805 
Cedar street, and then bought lots and built a home at 8 II Olive 
street, where the old folks lived until called from their active 
labors on earth to their heavenly home on that yonder shore, where 
we all hope to meet again some day. Golden wedding anniversary was 
celebrated in Atlantic August 6, 1903 ." 

This is about all we know about their coming to America. 

I have inquired of some of the senior members of the family about 
any knowledge they may have of the voyage from Denmark to America 
and learned practically nothing. However, I did get a little insight 
from Alice Adams, in which she relates: " . . . . how the first 
Kringels arrived in this country. I was always of the impression that 
the family came by steamship. I remember one time when your father 
was in our home, pne of our neighbors, Chris Christensen, an acquain¬ 
tance of your father, stopped to visit with him and told of how his 
family came to America in a sail boat with very little money, to 
which your Dad replied, 'fhe Kringel family came by steamship, 
settled in Shelby County and bought an 80 acre cleared farm and 
paid cash for it.' He seemed rather proud of the fact. I called 
Raymond Anderson to see if he could enlighten us any more. He 
said they came by steamship or always thought they had - but after 
I mentioned the newspaper clipping, he said he couldn't be sure, 
but had always believed it was by steamship." The reference to a 
newspaper clipping is an article in the Atlantic News Telegraph of 
February 17» 1923» reporting the death of Marianna Kringel, of which 
a copy is included in this compilation. 

Whether by sailing SBssel or by steamship, the ordeal of 
the voyage is something to contemplate. This couple, he age $0 and 
she 43» brought with them a brood of nine children ranging in age 
from 16 years to about four months. Even though they may have come 
on a steamship it isn't possible to believe that steamships of I 870 
had the modern conveniences which would make the voyage of these 
eleven people a very comfortable one. Imagine the problems of 
feeding and caring for a baby of four months on such a sea voyage, 

A tenth child was born to the family after getting settled in their 
new home. Julius Martinus was born in America in I 872 or I 873 , 

There is some confusion about the year. My father's record has it 
as 1872 but Alice tells me the; correct year is 1873* 

The social and political climate Qf country which was 
to become their new home, might be of interest. General Ulysess S. 
Grant, hero of the Civil War, had been elected President in I 868 . 

He was elected to a second term in I 872 . The United States Census 
showed the 1870 population to be 39 , 818 , 000 , of whom 4,900,900 were 
freed negroes and 2 , 315 , 000 , immigrants who have arrived since i860* 


The great Chicago fire occurred in>l871, in which 300 were killed 
and 90,000 left homeless. Property damage was said to be $198,000,000, 
The Panic of 1873 followed,a financial crisis. In that year there 
were 460,000 new immigrants coming into the country. About one-third 
of them came from Germany. The 1880 census produced a count of 
50,158»000. 


The expanding nvunber of descendants of Soren and Mariana 
Kringel showed a count of 29 in the third generation (grandchildren 
of Soren and Mariana) and the following generation numbered 78, 

In the fifth generation the number is near 200 but an exact count 
is not available. Prom a start in southwestern Iowa, the family 
now has spread from coast to coast and from border to border. Very 
early in the family development the eldest of the second generation, 
Lars, left Iowa for a brief stay in Nebraska and then on to Califor¬ 
nia where many of his descendants live in the vicinity of Fresno, 
the original California home of Lars and Katherine. 

The fourth son, Charles, lived for a time in Council Bluffs 
and then moved on to Denver where he operated a retail grocery for 
most of his life. He and his wife, Margaret, raised their five chil¬ 
dren in Denver. The only survivor at this date is Stella Kennison 
who still lives in Denver. (Stella died on Dec. 1, 1980 ) 

Andrew and Fred, both unmarried, went west and settled on 
Caraano Island in Puget Sound, State of Washington, where they eked 
out a living as farmers. 


The second son, Jens, stayed in Atlantic, married Carrie 
Johnson and they became parents of Beulah, Mary and Onetah. A son 
was born in 1888, who died in infancy. The mother died a month 
after the birth and Jens died a year later, 1889 . The three girls 
became orphans when Beulah was only seven years old and the young¬ 
est, Onetah, only two and a half. Aunt Mary, married to Theodore 
J. Horn, gave birth to Ethel Christine in November, I 891 , Five 

With her own baby only five months old. 
Aunt Mary took on the loving burden of raising Ethel and the three 
orphaned daughters of Jens and Carrie. She did a superlative iob 
of raising all four of them as though they were all her own and all 
four were given an outstanding education measured by the standards 
of the very early years of the twentieth century. Not only were thev 
unusually well educated for that era, but they lere thorough^r 
grounded in the Christian Religion and were devoted to a religious 

* their own children in the same tradition. That early 

influence continues today on the younger generations. ^ 

T Christian and Martin continued to live in south¬ 

western Iowa, raising their families there. Today a few of their 
descendants are still in the area. Arthur AndersL lives in a Retire¬ 
ment home in Audubon, Raymond Anderson in Atlantic, Alice Adams iR 
Harlan where she was born and has lived practically all of her life

She has been of inestimable help in the compilation of material in^ 
this work. It was she who had saved the old photograph of the first 
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family home including Mary, Martin, Christian, Grandmother, John, 
Grandfather. She also provided original newspaper clippings 
reporting the deathe of both grandparents• 

Of the next generation I only know of a few still re¬ 
siding in the area. In Brayton, Izetta Bopp, formerly Postmis¬ 
tress; on the Anderson farm, Raymond's son, James Anderson, who 
served a term in the Legislature of Iowa, Near Atlantic is 
Ronald Guy Anderson, There may be others I don't know about. 

I have lived in San Diego for ten years, following a 
lifetime career in Chicago, In the past two years I have been in 
touch with daughters of Vera Anderson Colvin - Aileen Peck and 
Helen Lorraine Reynolds, both of whom live in San Diego, Vera 
lives in a nursing home in Yakima, Washington, Her son Kenneth also 
lives in Yakima where he is engaged in the insurance business.

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Some or the pa^Tes that follow may neeui some commrnt. The 
first four pages ol' pictures are assumed to be taKen by professional 
photographers ana are labeled. The next three were taken by my father 
about 1920 - two in Iowa (perhaps in Harlan) when Uncle Charley ana 
Aunt Margaret were visiting there, and the third on a trip west my 
fatner took. All -^hree have names of those pictured. Then a page of 
pictures when my father's family met in Waterloo for the final 
family reunion we had in 1949. The last is another reunion of recent 
vintage. 


The 17 pages following were contributed by Jack Kringel. 

Four pages of a diary kept during a trip to Denmark in 1953 by Jack 
ana Martha; a quadrant from a map showing the Kringel farm in Denmark. 
The references you will find there: Kringelbaek, means Kringel Creek; 
Kringelstederne means Kringel holdings or Kringelstead as in home¬ 
stead; Kringelbro is Kringel briage. Then there are two pages of 
pictures of Kringels living on the farm, or in Copenhagen, taken about 
'•953; pictures of Jack's father, as a man - as a child. A "Familie 
Minder" with dates cf birth, marriage, death, of Soren Larsen Kringel 
and Mariane Christensen Kringel, their offspring and some of their 
grandchilaren. The original from which this is copied is apparently 
taken from an old fainily bible, or a family record book. The tw^o 
pages, written on both sides, are yellow with age, almost crumbling 
to dust. The first entry is the birth of Soren Larson Kringel on 
"19 Mai 1620". The last birth recorded is mine, "Sept 11 1903". 

One later entry is the death of Soren L. KringeJI, "2 Feb 1910". These 
two pages appear to be a very valuable antique. The source is not 
known. Jack says; "Obviously the person or persons who kept the 
records were Danish. The word "b6rn" means child, "d6d" means 
dead, the phrase "Giftermaal indgaart eftan" means to plight one's 
troth, to become engaged to be married." a letter from Mary K. England, 
November 30, 1959, to Jack Kringel, accompanying a letter written by 
her sister, Beulah K. Bell recording some facts that Beulah hao access 
to in her early life, that probably would not be available now. A 
short treatise on "Bagerkringelen" written in Danish, with an English 
translation. Is this the source of our name, Kringelf 

Following are three pages of excerpts from Icwa newspapers 
dating 1591, 1592, 1927. These came from some research by William J. 
rieynoids, grandson of Mary Kringel Horn. Three pages cf clippings 
from Atlantic newspapers. A copy of a letter establishing the date 
of naturalization of S. L. iiringel, March 20, 1684. 

In 1962 Vera Anoerson Colvin and Edith Anderson Myers 
toured the Scandinavian countries, especially Deniriark. In Copenhagen 
they visited Karen Kringel and her nephew Arne Kringel. Later they 
were guests for lunch at Vester Kringel where they met most of the 
•Krtngels ana relatives whom Jack and Martha saw during their sojourn 
in Denmark in July, 1953. Edith kept a very detailed diary during 
their trip, running to over 70 pages typewritten. Helen Colvin Rey¬ 
nolds, a daughter of Vera, let me Dorrow a copy which I found very 
well written ana very interesting.

NOTES ON THE DANISH BRANCH OF THE KRINGEL FAMILY 


By R. Krlngel 


The informatinn which follows was gathered during July 1953 By the 
writer, who, with his family, toured Denmark in that month. 

It is hoped that it will be of interest to all of the American 
Kringels, and that some cf the elders of the family may be able to 
supply details which, will complete the history of the family and 
establish the exact relationship with the Kringels now living in 
Denmark. 

Contrary to what seems to be generally believed here, the name of the 
family is not common in Denmark^ and there are probably fewer Kringels 
in that country than there are in the United States. Had the name 
been more prevalent, it is highly unlikely that we woiild have found 
it possible to trace the family at all. 

The name Kringel was first borne in Denmark by the children of Lars 
Kristian S^^rensen, and for Die benefit of those who miglit be luifamillar 
with tho system of Cliristian names used in the Scandinavian countries 
until the beginning of this century, it is in order here to explain 
just why tlie children in Scandinavian families never caiTied the same 
Christian name as their fathers. Christian names were composed of the 
given name of the father to which was added the suffix "sen". This 
was always true in the case of sons, although in some of the countries, 
the daughters' Christian names were formed from the given name of the 
father plus the suffix "statter". Thus, the children of Lars Sjfrensen 
would, luider the old system, have been named "Larsen", n-io children 
of a man whose given name was "Jens", would have been Jensens, etc. 

This of course merely meant "son or Lars", "sen of Jens", so that 
Lars Kristian S^il^rensien's name really should be translated "Lars Kris¬ 
tian, son of S0ren". 

This system was probably not too confusing in the small communiiies 
common in the old days or with a population much less mobile than is 
the case today, but with larger communities, larger populations, and 
faster transportation which added nobility to the picture, the old 
system became very confusing indeed. It was clearly impossible to 
identify anyone without knowing virtually his whole ancestry. So, 
about the turn of the century, it was generally decided throughout 
Scandinavia to adopt a system of family Christian names which would 
carry on from generation to generation, which had been the practice 
in most of the rest cf Europe for some centuries. 

As this new naming system went into effect, some families merely car¬ 
ried on with the names which they happened to be carrying at the time, 
and this explains the large numbers of Johnsons, Larsens, Sorensens 
and all of the other "sens" which are typically Scandinavian. It also 
explains why it is futile to try to establish a connection between one 
family of Larsens or Johnsons and another family of the sane name. 



While a majority of the families carried on names which they happened 
to be carrying at the lime, a few adopted other names winch were 
familiar as the names of family properties, estates^ historical fig¬ 
ures, or geographical features. The Kri.ngels were in the latter cate¬ 
gory as the name they took was the name of the family farm *'Vester 
Kringel" or "West Kringel", and the name of the farm, in turn, had 
been taken from a small stream which runs through it, and which had, 
as long as anyone could remember, been called "1^’ingclbaok", which 
translates simply as "Kringel Creek". The stream winds and twists 
as it finds its way througli the family property, and resembles in its 
convolutions the coninon Danish pastry roll known as a "kringel", so 
it is believed by all concerned that the creek had been so named be¬ 
cause of its winding course through the property and its fancied re¬ 
semblance to the pastry. 

It is possible to patent names in Denmark, and about twenty-five years 
ago the name "Kringel" was patented by the family who occupied "Vester 
Kringel", and which was composed of the sons and daughters of Lars 
Kristian Sjiirensen. They had, however, been using the name for twenty 
to thirty years at that time. 

Of this family, there are nov/ living one son and four daughters in 
Denmark, and one daughter in Canada. Those people are in the age rarige 
from fifty to sixty, and tlxe three daughters whom we found and talked 
to know little of their father's relatives, who preounally were of the 
generation which emigrated to America. 

The first of the Danish Kringels we found was Karen Ki'ingel, who is a 
practical nurse in Copenliagen, or K/j<bei'aiavn, if you prefer. Her address 
is Lyngholmvej IB, Vanli«<se, K^benliavn, Denmark. She is a very charming 
woman fifty-eight years of age, with a wonderful sense cf humor. She 
speaks no English, but a neighbor is very pleased to be called upon as 
an interpreter or translator. We have corresponded with Karen since 
we left Derjimark, and she has been able to ans\\rer our letters through 
the .assistance of the neighbor. Dr. Hjoendal. 

It was fortimate for our search that Karen had never married, as she 
was the only Kringel listed b^y the Census or Volkurogisier in Copen¬ 
hagen. After we had ecLablished to o.;r mutual sat.isfaccion that some 
relationship must exist^ Karen's sister Laura came l.o Copenhagen from 
her home in Holbaek, which is abouu forty miles from the capitol. 

Laura is possibly tv;o years younger than Karen^ and operates a private 
Kindergarden in Holbaek. She speaks some English. Laura Kringel's 
address is Valderaar Sejrs Vej, Holbaek, Denmark. 

ITie two sisters thought we might possibly have had some contact with 
the youngest sister of the family, Anna Kringel, who lives in Canada, 

She is married to Axel Pedersen, and their address is Dlnant, Alberta, 
Canada. They have children, the oldest of whom is a girl about 
eighteen years of age. 

Our conversations with the sisters disclosed that there had been a 
brother, Christian, who had died at the age of forty, and that there 


were sl-ill livin.<; anotiier brother, Lars Kringel, and two other sisters, 
Signe Kringel (carried to Aage Sjirensen), and Mathilde Kringel (married 
to Levin Oisen). 


Although nothing v/as said about this, it seemed odd to learn that the 
family farm was in tJie possession of one of the daughters, while the 
surviving son, Lars, lived elsewhere, and we concluded that there 
have been either a disagreement or possibly a property settlement which 
more or less separated Lars and Signe from the others. At any rate 
these two did not seem to have close contact with the others, and we 
did not see them at all. 


Lars Kringel owns a farra near Aalborg. 
Godthaab St., Aalborg, Denmark. Signe 
a grocer in the town of Ingstrup, 
family farm.

His address is Lille Volstrup, 
Kringel S^irensen is the wife of 
which is the closest town to the 
rup, llord Jylland, Deamark. 


We drove from Copenhagen to Ingstrup, about a full day’s journey. The 
route lies across Sjelland, the island on which is located Copenhagen, 
through Roskilde, the burial place of the Danish Kings since Harold 
the Bluetooth (about BOO A.D.), and thence by ferry across the Store 
Belt from Korsor to Nyborg. From Nyborg, the route crosses the island 
of Fynen, which is described as ’’the garden of Denmark", passing through 
Odense, the homo of Hans Christian /uidersen. 


The Lille Belt between Fynen and Jylland is crossed on a modern high¬ 
way bridge. The main highway, which is very well maintained, goes 
north to Aalborg through Vejle, florsens, Aarhus, and Banders, As _ar 
north as Aalborg, the countryside is green and rolling with beauti¬ 
fully kept farms and numerous small, tidy villages, each with its 
church in the typical Danish style of church architecture. Windmills 
are widely used for pumping water and to generate small quantities of 
electricity, and some are still of the old traditional type with wide 
slatted blades, while others are apparently of quite modern design. 


North of Aalbor.-', the country beconns somewhat less green and more 
sparse in appearance due, apparently, to its exposure to the winds of 
the J^ort}i Sea, which have a clear sweep across the northern tip of the 
peninsula and into the Kattegat. It is in this area that the Kringel 
farm, "Vester Kringel", is located, for you swing northwest off the 
main highway at Aalborg to find Ingstrup. 


Ingstrup is a village cf possibly two himdred_souls, and lies a few 
miles in from the North Sea Coast and a few miles south of Lokken. 
Vester Kringel is about two miles west of Ingstrup, and the v/estern 
boundary of the farm is on the sand dunes which overlook the sea beach. 

As nearly as it is possible to learn the history of the farm, it has 
been worked by this family since the l600’s and before, except for a 
period during the eighteenth century when a period of extraordinary 
winds ble\T sand inland over wide areas, and rendered most of the farm¬ 
lands in Nord Jylland unworkable. Language difficulties made it hard 
to determine just how much property is included in the farm, but its 
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area is approximately two hiandred acres. The fanning is diversified, 
and in addition to hay and grain, the principal products are pigs and 
dairy products. The family is moderately prosperous by Danish stand¬ 
ards. and the farm house, to which is attached the barn, is of brick 
construction, spacious, and well built. 

MaLhilde Kringel operated the farm for about ten years prior to 19^3 
with Levin Olsen as her manager, and in that year she and Olsen were 
married. They have adopted two children, SieJren Erik (11), and Hanne 
(7). They work hard and seem very happy as a family; and their hospi¬ 
tality leaves nothing to be desired. Their address is Vester Kringel, 
Ingstrup St., Word Jylland, Denmark, They too have access to someone 
who can translate English, and we have corresponded with them. 

We visited the parish church at Ingstrup. where most of the family births 
and deaths are recorded, and with the help of Pastor Svinhansen and his 
wife, inspected the church records between I 83 O and I 89 O in the hope 
that we might find the records of some of those who migrated to America. 
Unfortunately, due to the confusion of names under the old system, it 
was not possible to trace tho family back far enough to bo sure what 
the relationships are. Pastor Svinhansen has our address, and has 
promised to trace this out. 

The partial genealogy of the generation of Kringels now living in Den¬ 
mark seems to be about as follows: 

Father - Lars Kristian S/!5rensen 

Born 1669 at Vester Kringel, Ingstrup 
Died 1917 

Mother - Maren Scirensen 

Grandfather - Sj^ren Kristian Siz^rensen 
Died about I 9 OO 

Grandmother - Maren 

Born at Vester Hjermitslev, Kirkensgaard. 

The above is very sketchy^ but it is all the informalicn that the memories 
of the family, and the quick check of the church records has disclosed. 

It is hoped that Pastor Svinhansen will be able to augment this, and 
that the memories of the older generations in America may supply some 
of the missing details.
